To many, “ Mary’s Little Lamb ” is but a rhyme of childhood, 
woven out of the imagination of the Author, but such is not the 
fact. Mary’s Little Lamb was born in Massachusetts, and was the 
pet of Mrs. Mary E. Tyler, Somerville, Mass.

JOHN PAUL JONES 

“ Not long after the Admiral’s death, Mrs. Taylor (his sister) 
separated the papers which she had into two lots, one of which 
embraced all the papers of a character calculated to prove his 
services in the Revolutionary War, and these she sent to a 
solicitor in New York named Robert Hyslop . . . Mr. Hyslop 
died shortly after this, and the papers were stored in a vault in 
New York.”—Buell’s Life. 

In the N. Y. Times of Oct. 31, 1888, appeared the following 
obituary: 

“John Hyslop, who died Sunday at his residence 113 East 83d 
St., was born in New York in 1806, on John street near Nassau 
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St., which was then regarded as one of the most aristocratic por¬ 
tions of the city. His father, also John Hyslop by name, was a 
Scotchman by birth, but had early come to this country, and was 
a close friend of- John Paul Jones, the famous Revolutionary 
Commander. 

It was at the Hyslop house that this brave old sea fighter made 
his home when visiting New York, and the late Mr. Hyslop pre¬ 
served several relics which were closely associated with him. 

One of these was a Coat of Mail worn by Jones under his outer 
clothing during the celebrated battle between his ship, the Bon- 
homme Richard, and the British ship Serapis, is now in the pos¬ 
session of Mr. Hyslop’s only surviving son. Assistant U. S. Bank 
Examiner Robert Hyslop.^’ 

Robert Hyslop, the attorney of Mrs. Taylor, was a near relative 
of John Hyslop, Senior, referred to above. 

The present owner of these relics obtained them from the 
Hyslop family in 1905. 


The following items, from Numbers 163 to 178, are some of the 
relics referred to above:

It is impossible to emphasize fully the value and interest of this very 
personal relic of one who was styled by Jefferson as “ the principal hope 
of our future efforts on the ocean,” and who was personally commended 
by Franklin, for his wonderful bravery. Certainly its deserved final home 
should be among relics of others, brave as was this noble fighter, where 
future generations may find pleasure and interest in it. 

An engrossed copy of the Extract from the N. Y. Times of Oct. 31, 1888, 
on file in the Astor Library, referring to this Armor, accompanies it.
